very days News informs us, is too true; 


>Tis time to let the Reader know, we do 
not forget the Connexion of the Story, and 
that it remains to confider the Grandeur 
of this Monarch, by Sea. 

Something of this Nature has already 
been touch’d at, when I was Enquiring by 
what Methods the King of France tur- 
nifh’d himfelf with Seamen ; but to proceed 

regularly in this Cafe, it may not be amifS 
to Examine when, and how he has impro- 


' ved his Naval Power. 


We find in the Reign of Lems XIII. 
Cardinal Richlieu faw the great Deficiency 
of the French in this Matter; for the Ro- 
chellers, ftrong in Shipping, and fupplied 
from England with Stores, grew fo very 
formidable, that they fpread the Seas with 
a Fleet of 35 Sail of Men of War, which 
made Prize of all the Roman Catholick 
Ships, ruin’d the Trade, and Enrich’d them- 
felves to admiration: For as the King had 
no Fleet able to Encounter them, they Im- 
ploy’d themfelves not only in Defence of 
themfelves, but rov’d over the narrow Seas 
as Privateers, and by this Means kept them- 
felyes in a Pofture able to Match the King, 


and to fupport their Forces by Land ; and 
an Inftance of this is found in the Hiftories 
of thofe Times, in the Year 1625. 
Seven of the King’s biggeft Ships lay at 
Blavet, a Port of Bretaign, not far rok 
ochel; Soubize, the Admiral of the Ro- 
chellers, Attack’d ’em, took fix of em, and 
carried them into Roche], in {pight of all 


the Fire from the great Batteries. on the - 


Shoar. 
This Advantage was fo confiderable,that 
the Author of the Life of Cardinal Richlicu 


fays, this occafion’d the Peace with the Ro- 


chellers, which immediately foflow’d. Du+ 
ring this Peace, the French joyn’d with the 
Duke of Savoy, made that moft Ridiculous 
and Fruitlefs Expedition againft the City 
of Genoa, where they came back with lofs 
and difhonour enough, efpecially confide- 
ring the weaknefs of the Genoefe, who had 
not 6000 Men in their whole State, but in 
fhort the Duke Trifled away his Time at 
the Siege of Gavi, till the Spaniards brought 
Relief into Genoa, with a Fleet of 40 Gal- 
leys, and till the Spanifh Army, under the 
Duke of Feria came down from Millan, fell 
upon theirRear,andchafed them with fhame 
out of all they had gotten from the Genocfe. 
The Reafon of telling this fhort Story of 
an Expedition by Land, when Iam Treat. 
Aa ing 
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ing of the Naval Affairs, is this; The King of 


France had not then Power enough at Sea 

to Attack Genoz, as they have fince Effe- 

ually done, with bat a {mall Squadron 5 

but to do this, hired 20 Men of War of 
the Dutch, and 6-of the Englifb. 

’Tis true, Cardinal Richliew put a Trick 
upon the Dutch and Englifs too, and in- 
ftead of Employing them again{ft the Ge- 
ngefe, Employed them againft the Rovbeers, 


and fo brought the Preteftant Fleets to 


Rud their Brechren. But Soubize met with 
the Duzb, for he came bravely out of Port 
and fought them ail, burat 6 of tke King 
of Frawce’s Fleet, funk 3 of the Holznders, 
and barac their Vice-Admiral, and three 
more ofthe French Men of War in the next 
Fight were thus defiray'd, being all grap- 
pled clofe on board a Rachelier, the obstinate 
Captain finding, 25 kz Ziftorian tells, he- 
couid never die more to his Enemies Da- 
mig¢, refufed Quarter, and ferting fire to 
his Powder, blew himfelf up, and thofe 3 
Veffels, with him. 

Tis true, a few daysafter this, the French 
Fleet joyad. withthe Englifh and Datch, 
beat the RocbeUers, and took 9 oftheir Vef- 
fels, after a moft obftinate Fight, much to 
the Honour of the three Nations; it was 
Two Troopers and a Dragoon beas aliztle-Bey : 
Three Confederate Fleets, of three: Potent 
Nations, againft one opprefs'd City ; and 
much for the Honour of the Engilifh and 
Dutch Proteftants, who thas fupprefs’d that 
Power which would have upheld.the Pro- 
teftant Intereft in France, and which all 
the NavalForce of the Frex<b was not able 
to engage with. 

I know no better Period to fix the Weak- 
nefs of the Frewch Naval: Power. ag; than 
here, fince this isnot yet 80 Yearsago, and 
all the World cannot fhew an Increafe of 
tach a Magnitude in fo fhort a time... 

From this Succels of the Frencb‘againft 
themfelves, for the Proteftants of Roche} 
were ftill a part of themfelves, the next 
Inftance of their Naval. Strength, was at 
the Siege of Rochel. 

Here, for want of Sirips, they could ne- 
ver make any thing of the Siege, and had 
the Englifh been as hearty in Relieving it, 
as the Inhabitants were in Defending, the 
@ardinal bad laid his Bones under the Walls 
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of it, and it might have been a Siege to this 


ye ‘ i¢ 

‘Phe Cardinal was {o fenfible of this , that 
it feems thé Fate of the Rochelers rather 
Commanded his ftay agaiaft Reafon,againft 
Hope, aginft Probability, than that he had 
any Profpeé of Succefs, as will appear whe: 
we come to the particular Story. 

But ’cis apparent, the Apprehenfions he. 
had were great, in that wonderful Care he - 
tonk to prevent the Rochellers obtaining any 
Affiftance by Sea. The firft thing the Car- 
dinal did, was to makea Treaty with Spain, 
for.40 Sail of Ships.to joyn their own Fleet, — 
which never could make above 30,and thofe | 
very forry things be fure, 2s mightappear 
by this-Article, that whenever an Englifi 
Fleet came before the Place, the French Men 
of War hal’d under the Shoar, and in the 
Creeks, where the Englifh Ships durft not: 
come for want‘of Water. 

Weall know the Englifh Ships-in thofe 
days, were not like what th-y are now, and 
very few of them carried above so Guns, 
many fiom 26 to 403 and if thefe were fach 
Great Snips that they could not Fleet ix to. 
hort the French, their Proportion may be 
guefs’d at, Ex Pede Herculem, ; 

Any Man that knows the Prefent Srate of 
France and Spain, but has read nothing of 
the Hiftories of thofe Times, would Laugh 
at the reading this, and talk of bringing * 
Author before his own Club, to tell. the 
World of the Spixéards lending the French _ 
a Fleet of 40 Men of War. : 

But let them Laugh at their Pleafure ; 
thus it was, and without this Affiftance, all 
the Mighty Fence which the Cardinal built 
crofs the Baffs of the Harbour at. Roche), — 
would never have prevented the Relicfof | 
the Place; nor as it was ,had the Englifh | 
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aad Dutch joyn’d in Refolutions of-Attem- 
pting the Relief of the Place. | 

But-the Cardinal had debauch’d the | 
Dutch into a Refolution of being Pafive 
in this Cafe 5 and as once they lent their 
Heet to Difable the Rochellers, fo now they. 
agreed to ftand Neuter, and neither at- — 
tempt their Relief, nor jayn any of their 
Ships with the Eng/ifo:

The Sence the Cardinal had of this De- 
fe&t , made him refolve upon Meafures 
to prevent the like for the Future;-and as 
Rychel being now fabdued, became a Mem- 
ber of France, he gave the Rockellers alk 
the Encouragement in Sea Affairs as poffi- 
ble, tho’ at Land he took care to lay them 
low enough. 

Tt was not two Summers after the pone 
of Rocbel, but the Feench appeared wi 
40 Men of Warin the Ocean, of whith 
we are told 25 of them were Commanded 
by the Rocbellzrs, and as the War with 
Spain enfued immediatly-after the fuppref- 
fion of the Hugonot War, the Spanifh Ad- 


miral had the Pleaflire to feehis Advice 
wanted, as Well as the Mortification te fee 
himfelf block’d up with his Fleet in the 


Groyn, by thole veay French he had hebp’d 


to inake fo great. ts 

It thould have been Noted, That when 
Frederick de Toledo, the Spanifh ‘Admiral 
receiv’d Orders to put to Sea, and Affi 
the French in the Siege of Rocbelle, he Re- 
pretented to the Conde d? Olivarer; the 
Spamifh Minifter, that "twas his Opinion, 
they ought rather to afift the Rochelers, 
for that if the King took the City, h 
would be too much-at Eeifure, both 


would:be fafe for them: ;:but Olivares could 
not bear to hear of Affifting Hereticks.. 

I muff allow here; that if Frederick de To- 
ledo was the-better Politician,.the Conde de 
Olivarez was the better Catholick. 

But if the laft- was for fecuring .the Cae 
tholick Religion, -the firft was-trueft to the 
Intereft of his sative Country, and confe- 
quently the deft Spayiard. 

But at the fame.time, what-hall we fay 
of the Difference between the Care the Spa 
niards took of. their Religion, that they 
would ratherrun the Rifque of all the iff 
Confequences which mighé follew,than aff 
the Aeresick- Hugonoss 5-and the Englifh and 
Duscb, two Proteftant Nations: fhould not 
only ftand fill at laft,and fee their Brethren 
andthe Proteftant Religion entirety fup- 
prefi’d, but fend their Fleets and Mento 
help on their Deftruétion ?
